( 3 ) It should be understood that although the information 
costal aed la the above-meatioaed dispatch is of peripheral value, 
leads have beem provided to aa important target, the Algerlaa 
Vatloaallsts, aad oae of their principal leaders, Ahmed Bea Bella. 
If It should be determined that BflMBM for some reason falls 
to follow up on these coat acts, then we would, of course, recommend 
discontinuation of the coverage. * ^ 
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2. On the bull of the above we see do reason to change the view 
expressed In Ref A as far as the substantive information is concerned. 
Opera tionally , we still feel as stated In Bef A th at the p rimary interest 
in MGIUMHRW should be baaed on the monitoring of RBCSHBCKTs rela- 
tionship with IWTii. In this connection we have noticed In recant 
reporting that BKHUURH is referred to as an UPHILL Case Officer, and 
the Arebo-Afrlfca Qesellschaft aa an UPHILL cover organisation. Previously 
these were regarded as presumptions, and we wonder vhether nev Information 
may have developed In this regard. 

3. We are sympathetic vith the position stated In para 7 of Ref B 
that you do not have the manpower or tine to package the IBC8HPPB 
product In a form which would require no further analysis at Headquarters, 
this is a problem at Headquarters too, and therefore we would prefer to 
play down the raw Intelligence angle of this Intercept activity, and 
suggest that possibly the tangible results could be included in a future 
study similar to tbs one transmitted In UKA 5^270 portions of which 
could then be made available to all Interested components. Should any 
items of a timely nature appear In the traffic, these of course should 

be teletaped to Headquarters. 
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
